Approval of the minutes of the meeting of April 6, 1979 


The minutes of the meeting dated April 6, 1979 were not available for 
approval. 


Chairman's remarks 
The Chairman announced the following: 


- that applications to Fine Arts for the coming year were up by 
approximately 35% as compared to the same time last year; 

- that PRET had set up a Task Force to look at the space needs for 
Performing Arts and that Asst. Prof. W. Reznicek was Chairman of that 
Committee; 

- that the mandate for the Search Committee for the Dean of Fine Arts 
had been set up; 

- that the mandate for the Search Committee for Vice-Rector Academic 
has now been set up. 

The Chairman explained that in the past; the regulations for Search 
Committees stipulated that the incumbent would automatically be seated, 
however, this has now been changed. Unless there is a statement that 
the incumbent will not sit for another term, then the incumbent will 
not sit on the Search Committee. 


Council Members terms of office: Fine Arts Council Members are elected 
to sit for 2-year terms and the Chairman noted that the term for the 
present members will terminate effective August 31, 1979 and not 

May 31, 1979 as previously announced. 


Nominations slips for the purpose of electing new members, effective 


September, will be sent out to all full-time faculty members at the 
beginning of next week.

Symposia 


- Professors Kelly, Walters, Langley, Reznicek and Friedland informed 
Council Members of the guest speakers and lecturers that were arranged 
by the three Divisions during the past academic year. 


Dean Pinsky explained that the money Fine Arts had this past year for 
symposia was the result of a faculty member on leave without pay and 
with special permission we were able to use these funds for this 
purpose. 


The importance of these symposia to our students points out the need 
of a "Speakers Fund" for the Faculty of Fine Arts. 

6.3 Curriculum 
Asst. Dean John Locke presented Council with Curriculum Report #16 which 
contained curriculum changes only. The report did not contain any new 
programme proposals.
